The truth is that Roosevelt 
has a strong personal animus against the 
packers of Chicago and is doing and will do 
everything in his power to discredit them and 
their business. 


Says Reason Is Obvious. 

The reason is too obvious to require ex- 
planation to. anybody knowing anything of 
American politics and American public life. 

J consider that the system of inspection 
in the American packing industry is fully 
adequate, but even supposing that some 
changes were necessary, do you suppose the 
best way to go about the matter is to boom it 
as a newspaper sensation? 

“If what Mr. Roosevelt wanted was only 
a change and improvement in the inspection 
system, surely the most straightforward way 
would have been to tell us so, to have re- 
quired us to make whatever alterations he 
thought necessary.

The Burrill-Gridley report is not a white- 
wash,” but it éxcuses in part insanitary con- 
ditions emphasized by the government in- 
spectors on the ground that slaughtering 
and packing is not a pretty business.’ 


Public Harmed by Slanders.“ 

„Newspapers for weeks have reeked with 
slander tending to create the belief that the 
large packers in the business are selling con- 
demned and diseased meat to the public,’’ 
says the statement of the packers. 

„These slanders have done incalculable 
harm to the meat industry, to the entire live- 
steck industry, and to the general public. 

„The truth must be told and told emphati- 
cally if the entire meat and livestock in- 
dustry is to have a ‘ square deal and escape 
further danger. Yet this vital side has been 
absolutely ignored in the president's message 
and all but omitted from otice in the Neill- 
Reynolds report. 

Every pound of meat in our packing 
houses comes from animals which are in- 
spected and passed by trained veterinary 
agents of the department of agriculture. 

Every animal or carcass that does not 
pass this rigſd inspection is condemned and 
disposed of under the personal supervision of 
government agents.”

Gov. Hoch Names Agriculturist 
to Sueceed Burton.

Retiring Official Stepped Aside to Pre- 
vent Expulsion. 


Topeka, Kas., June 4,—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Hoch this afternoon . tendered the appoint- 
ment as United States senator, to succeed J. 
R. Burton, tq F. D. Coburn, secretary of the 
state board of agr At a late hour 
tonight Coburn was s still considering the mat- 
ter. ! 

The republican leaders were divided among 
D. W. Mulvane, republican national commit- 
teeman; Congressman Charles Curtis, W. R. 
Stubbs, and J, L. Bristow, al lavowed candi- 
Cates for election as senator for the six year 
term when the legislature meets next Janu- 
ary. 

In selecting Coburn Gov. Hoch followed his 
own judgment entirely’ He has said for days 
that his mind was made up as to whom he 
would appoint. 

Senator Burton's resignation was placed in 
the governor’s hands just be ‘noon today. 
His action followed the knowledge that un- 
less he stepped down and out he would be 
expelled from the senate. 

Coburn perhaps was the most surprised 
man in the state. He asked time to consider. 
tT is doubtful if he will accept the senator- 
ship if it involves his permanent retirement 
from his present place. Coburn knows he 
wil need to be a politician to hope for elee- 
tion next winter. He has no taste for poli- 
tics. If he goes to Washington it will prob- 
ably be with the intention of returning to his 
old desk when his senatorial duties are 
ended. At least that is what Gov. Hoch ex- 
pects. 

* Pleases and Displeases Farmers. 

Secretary Coburn’s elevation to the senate, 
it is predicted, will be peculiarly popular 
among the farmers. 
be disgruntled, it is declared, for Coburn 
of Kansas was just the man for them, they 
said. 

“Coburn of Kansas might have been 
governor. But the agriculturists said they 
couldn't do without him as secretary oi the 
state board of agriculture. So secretary he 
remained. 

“Coburn of Kansas might have gone to 
congress. But the stockmen criéd that they 
could never yaise their stock without his help. 
And he kept on being secretary. 

The late President McKinley during his 
second term wanted Coburn of Kansas” 
for secretary of the national department of 
agriculture. ‘* But what'll we do when the 
bugs come round?“ demanded the orchard- 
iste. And so he continued working for the 
grangers of Kansas. 


Defends State’s Reputation. 
„Coburn of Kansas stands up for his 
state, as Secretary Wilson learned in 1902, 
when tha former, by the figures of the lat- 
ter's own department, showed a statement 
credited to Secretary Wilson that Kansas 
was in the semi-arid belt was incorrect. 

Foster Dwight Coburn was born in Jeffer- 
son county, Wis., in, May, 1846. Mus- 
tered out of the Sixty-sixth Illinois infantry 
as a sergeant major at Fort Gibson, I. T., 
in 1866—he enlisted in the One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Illinois infantry at the age of 
18 years. He went to Franklin county, 
Kas. 
for a few years until he had saved enough 
to secure his oon farm. About two years 
later he was married to Miss Lou Jenkins, 
Their two daughters and a son are gradu- 
ates of the state agricultural college. 


Made Secretary of Agriculture. 

Coburn was made secretary of agriculture 
in 1881, after he had served à year as clerk 
in the department. He held the secretary- 
ship for Fix years, when he resigned to edit 
the Kansas City Live Stock Indicator. 

The late George W. Glick in 1882 made 
Coburn president of the agricultural college 
regents, a position the iatter held till 1903, 
when he resigned because, as he said, hi- 
‘ old fogy notions confilcted with the the- 
oretics of the college president. 

In 1894 Coburn was unexpectedly made 
secretary of the state board of agriculture 
again. He has remained there ever since. 
He was chosen chief of the department of 
live stock of the St. Louis exposition in 1902, 
As an authority on things agricultural“ Co- 
burn of Kansas is rengwned in England.

STANFORD’S NIECE DEMANDS 
$608,000 FROM HIS ESTATE. 


Alleges Late Senator’s Widow Defraud- 
ed His Old and Destitute Brother, Asa 
Stanford, of Big Sum.

San Francisco, Cal., June 4.—4 contest 
over the great Stanford estate was begun 
today when Annie F. Stanford, a niece of 
the late Leland Stanford; filled the papers in 
an action against the executors ef the will 
of the late Jane L. Stanford. 

The action takes the form of a suit for 
$108,000 said to be accruing to Asa . Stan- 
ford since the death of his brother and for 
the restoration of $500,000 worth of stock 
alleged to have been fraudiléntly withheld 
by Mrs. Stanford to cheat her ‘brother-in- 
law in his old age and destitution. The com- 
plaint accuses Mrs. Stanf re of aner 
and fraud 

The chronicle in the 8 begins as 


far back as 1809, when Asa Stanford was one 
ot the directors of the Central Pacific rail- 


road, of which his brother was the founder 
and president. It is alleged that, at the 
solicitation of Leland Stanford, he withdrew 
from his position and surrendered his sixth 
share of the totgl stock. 

For this transfer of power and stock Leland 
Stanford agreed to pay his brother $1,000 a 
month during his Ufetime and to leave him 
$500,000 worth of stock at his death. This 
agreement was faithfully; executed by the 
senator, who invariably made the monthly 
payments and left $500,000 worth of the 
Stock. ö 

It is set forth that Mrs. Stanford not only 
took possession of the stock that is said to 
have been left to her brother-in-law but 
refused to pay him the $1,000 monthly stipu- 
lated. Finally, it is stated, Asa Stan- 
ford released all his claims against the es- 
tate for a consideration of $25,900. Annie 
Stanford asks that the release signed by 
Asa Stanford be declared void,

The district is counted as republican nat- 
urally for other purposes than judicial elea- 
tions, but Justice Boggs heretofore has been 
able to defeat his republican opponents for 
the Supreme bench.

FOR UNDERGROUND CITY. 


| ENGINEER EWEN TALKS OF THE 


VALUE OF SYBBASEMENTS. 


* 


Predicts the Coming of a Time When 
Theaters and Factories in Chicago 
Will Be Constructed ‘Below the 
Street Level—Points Out Advan-e 
tages of Subterranean Apartments 
Which Will Afford Better Shipping 
Facilities and Escape Noise. 


A subterranean age when theaters will be 
built underground and the busy hum of fac- 


toriés will resound from far beneath the 


sidewalk was forecast last night by En- 
gineer John M. Ewen in an address before 
the Men's club of St. Peter's Episcopal 
church. 

Mr. Ewen’s subject was ‘‘ Erecting a Chi- 
cago Skyscraper.“ but while he pointed out 
that the erection of buildings fifty stories 
high is perfectly feasible, he said it is also 
probable that in the future more attention 
will ‘be paid to digging habitable holes be- 
neath the street level. 

As property increases in value in down- 
town districts the desirability of adding up- 
@erground stories to buildings will become 
more apparent,” said Mr. Hwen. It is evi- 
dent that subbasements under large de- 
partment stores could be profitably used in 
connection with the shipping and loading of 
wagons, relieving the public of the\annoy- 
ance of having the streets and sidewalks 
blocked for so many hours during the day. 


Theaters Built Underground. 

Large stores could well afford to build 
several stories undergrouad, leaving open 
the portions of the floors directly under the 
sidewalk, which could be built of prismatic 
glass. This would add largely to the avail- 
able area of the store. 

“In such cities as London, where property 
is valuable; some of the theaters are built 


‘underground. The Criterion theater, for in- 
is under the Criterion restaurant. 


stance, 
The main floor of the restaurant is only a 
few steps above the street level, but it forms 
the roof of the auditorium) of the theater. 

This is am extreme example, but there 
are many cases in theaters where the floor 
of the first balcony is upon the level of the 
street. It might be advisable here for thea- 
ters that are being built in crowded districts 
to be erected partly underground, thereby 
giving equal facilities for the audience in 
gallery, balcony, and orchestra to escape in 
case of fire. 

Uses for Subbasements. 

„There are many light manufacturers who 
would pay good rentals for space in the 
downtown districts in the neighborhood of 
their customers, and who would be satisfied 
to be in a subbasement with light through the 
sidewalk. Shops selling goods on the ground 
level could utilize the front portions of the 
basement and subbasement for manufactur- 
ing, and thus in many ways the desirability 
of bullding stories undergrou nd is apparent.”’ 

Mr. Ewen's lecture was illustrated with 
stereopticon views of skyscrapers in various 
stages of construction in order to show the 
rapidity of modern méthods of work. He 
declared that the San Francisco earthquake 
proved the superiority of modern fireproof 
steel construction over all other methods of 
building. He advocated thé use of wire glass 
with metallic frames and sash in place of 
plate glass and wood frame and sash as a 
measure of fire protection. | 

A new method of constriction was out- 
lined by the speaker. Stated briefly, it con- 
templates leaving the earth unexcavated un- 
til the superstructure is well along—the ex- 
act reverse of the old method. Mr. Ewen 
said the advantage of the method lies in the 


fact that it insures against the sinking of

William C. Sievers, a brother who came 
from Valparaiso, Ind., to take charge of the 
body, testified that Dr. Brown had given 
him every assurance that the patient would 
not be allowed out ot the sight of attendants 
at any time, as he twice before had at- 
tempted to end his life.

The subject of Dr. Merrill’s address was 
„Opportunities.“ The church has föur 
great present opportunities.“ he said; “* doc- 
trinal, educational, social, and personal. The 
greatest of these is the doctrinal opportun- 
ity. But to meet this opportunity the church 
must set herself to the task of doctrinal re- 
construction wih new vigor. Io things are 
necessary-—the church must leave her think- 
ers free, and, on the other hand, her think- 
ers must not feel free to be fools.. Scholars 
need to be careful lest they empty out the 
baby with the bath.’ 

What we need Is direct personal ministry 
to the needs of the people in front of the 
pulpit—not taking up the time with the dis- 
cussion of social specifics and political propa- 
ganda.” .

DEATH COMES TO JOHN C. NEW. 


Harrison Campaign Manager and For- 
mer Consul General at London 
Succumbs at Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 4.—John C. Net 
died at his home this afternoon at 6:10 of 
dropsy. Around his bedside were his wife, 
his son, Harry 8. New, vice chairman of the 
republican national committee, and his 
daughter, Mrs. Ernest H. Burford of this 
city. Another daughter, Mrs. W. R. Me- 
Keen Jr., is en route here from her home at 
Omaha. 

Mr. New had been sick for nearly a year. 
He was born in 1831 at Vernon, Ind. He was 
educated at Bethany college, Va., and studied 
law in the office of former Gov. Wallace of 
Indiana. He served a term as clerk of Ma- 
rion county and was appointed. by Gov. Oli- 
ver P. Morton, Indiana’s war governor, 
quartermaster general during the civil war. 
He served a term in the state senate and en- 
tered the banking business. 

In 1875 President Grant appointed him 
United States treasurer, which position he 
resigned the following year, when he bought 
the Indianapolis Journal, of which he was 
proprietor for many years. He was chair- 
man of the Indiana republican committee 
during the campaign of 1876, and in 1882 
President Arthur appointed him assistant 
secretary of the treasury. He resigned this 
position in 1884, when, as state chairman, 
he took charge of the campaign in Indiana. 
He was the personal political manager of 
Benjamin Harrison, and when Mr. Harri- 
son was nominated for the presidency in 
1888 Mr. New was appointed consul] general 
at London. At this time he transferred his 
interests in the Indianapolis Journal to his 
son, Harry S. New. Mr. New wasprominent 
in the republican national convention at Min- 
neapolis in 1892 which renominated Gen. 


Harrison for the presidency. 1 
Mr. New devoted the last ten years of his 


life to his property interests in this city.

Electricians Lose Consciousness from 
Fumes of Ammonia Issuing Out of a 
Leak in Ice Machine Pipe. 


Three men sent to repair electric. wires | 


under the sidewalk in the Michigan avenue. 
basement of the Auditorium Anne 
evening were overcome by fumes of am- 
monia which escaped from an ice machine 
beneath the sidewalk. John Wade, 30 years 
old, an electrician employed at the hotel, was 
so affected by the fumes that it required the 
work of a physician for two hours before he 
was revived. The other men, assistants of 
Wade, were less affected. ; 

Wade.with his two assistants was sent to 
repair wires beneath the sidewalk.

Gillette resigned as vice president of the 
Mutual Life early in March. 

It is understood that Dr. Gillette in one 
of the grand jury sessions became greatly 
worked up and himself told of the Mutual 
Life money which was in his possession. An 
investigation. followed in the Mutual Life 
offices, and his statements were verified. - It 
{fe seid that this is only one of several im- 


portant admissions which Dr. Gillette made 


to the district attorney. 

The Gillette account, it is understood, is a 
regular trustee account, the Mutual Life 
having turned the money over to him ‘in 
trust. It is similar to the Equitable'e trustee 
accounts, which were uncovered by the 
Armstrong investigation. It has not been 
learned what the size of the Gillette account 
was or how long it had been running.
